The  following  is  a  portion  of  "Facing  the 
Issues"  delivered  by  Dr.  Timothy  Warner 
at  his  inauguration. 

"One  of  the  strengths  of  the  American 
system  of  higher  education  has  been  its 
diversity.  We  have  not  had  a  government 
department  of  education  with  standard  cur- 
riculums  and  tests.  On  the  contrary,  all 
varieties  of  schools  have  existed  from  those 
based  on  the  classical  English  university 
to  the  technical  and  agricultural  schools, 
from  church  colleges  to  state  universities. 
This  has  had  the  wholesome  effect  of  keep- 
ing many  needed  emphases  alive  which 
might  have  been  lost  in  a  controlled  system. 
Our  nation  would  certainly  be  the  loser  if 
current  pressures  to  conformity  rob  us  of 
the  variety  of  educational  options  open  to 
us  and  prevent  schools  from  being  dis- 
tinctive."

On  October  8,  1971,  in  Founders  Memorial  Audi- 
torium, Dr.  Timothy  M.  Warner  became  the  fourth 
President  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College.  Dr.  Warner 
holds  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Taylor  Univer- 
sity, the  Bachelor  of  Sacred  Theology  degree  from  New 
York  University  and  the  Doctor  of  Education  degree 
from  Indiana  University. 

Before  beginning  his  service  at  Fort  Wayne  Bible 
College,  Dr.  Warner  was  assistant  pastor  in  New  York 
City  and  served  as  U.  S.  Army  Chaplain's  assistant 
during  the  second  World  War.
